Lenin had proclaimed revolution 
in the name of humanities, of 
“peace, land and bread.” The 
Soviet engineers and scientists 
have established themselves at 
the peak. The Russian revolution 


still flounders in blood and has | 
produced for its people only mini- | 
mum advances. 


Obsessed Man 


Lenin, who emerges from the 
pages of history as an obsessed 
man, actually thought the revolu- 
tion in Russia would flame around 
the world to end war, conquest 
and the exploitation of workers. 
It is hardly conceivuble that he 
would be other than horrified by 
the Russia of today which is en- 
gaged in a pattern of war, con- 
quest and the enslavement and 
exploitation of workers. He had 
begun to realize that his assess- 
ment of things was wrong well 
before his death. He had been 
shot by a woman, Dora Kaplan, 
in 1918. He never really recov- 
ered, dying in 1924 of a stroke. 
Trotsky swore Stalin poisoned 
him to “help him die.” The be- 
lief is prevalent with many Rus- 
sians that Khrushchev, Beria and 
Molotov “helped” Stalin die. 

Terror always has been a policy 
of government in Russia. This 
has been a sort of necessity since 
Marxism, on which its future was 
based, has failed. Marx said, as 
early as 1848, and Lenin believed, 
that capitalism was doomed. 
When Lenin and his Bolsheviks 
were able to take over the vast 
area of Russia they not unnatural- 
ly assumed, being extremists and 
therefore blind, that everywhere 
capitalism was crashing. 

Lenin, like Marx, hatéd the pov- 
erty, child labor, long hours, low 
wages, slums and miseries of the 
factory workers in the early years 
of the indusirial revolution. He 
could not see capitalism and in- 
dustrialism as in a process of 
evolution along with labor, law 
and the Christian ethic.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—A ruling today extended 
the ban on minority union picketing to cover issuance 
of “we do not patronize” lists. These are a form of 


blacklisting. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board reached the decision by the 
same four to one vote cast in 
the Curtis Brothers picketing case 
announced last week. The decision 
reversed the trial examiner, Wal- 
lace E. Royster. 


The principals in the new case 
are the International Assn. of 
Machinists, Lodge 942, and Alloy

He took a legislative majority in with 
him. This was more significant than Mey- 
ner’s triumph itself, which was expected. 
Republicans won in the lone congressional 
race. 


In New York, Mayor Wagner, won re- 
election against a candidate never re- 
garded as a serious challenger. The fact 
that he took with him control of the city 
board was more important. 


Virginia results were a mild surprise. 
Sen. Byrd gave tacit support to President 
Eisenhower in 1952 and 1956. He called on 
the people to “destroy the Republican 
Party forever.” This seemed likely since 
much of the GOP vote in 1952 and in 1956 
had been by Democrats who “liked Ike.” 
In 1957 this vote was angry with Ike be- 
cause of the segregation issue. 

Because of.the tremendous effort by 
the Byrd machine, it was said that if the 
GOP could get 30 per cent of the vote, 
it would be an achievement and an in- 
dication of basic two-party strength. He 
did better than that. Mr. Byrd’s landslide 
did not, therefore, “forever destroy” the 
Republican Party in Virginia. 

Ever since Little Rock the more glib 
among Southern political commentators 
have been denouncing the President’s 
sending of troops to Little Rock as a de- 
vice to get the Negro vote. This was not 
only a vulgar and uncalled for affront 
against a decent and patriotic man, but 
on its face was a preposterous suggestion. 
The Negro vote is a bloc vote just as is 
the prohibition bloc, the farm bloc, the 
Dixiecrat bloc and others only when 
its interests are involved. 

In New York the Harlem vote, which 
certainly approved of the Little Rock de- 
cision, went 4 to 1 for the Democratic 

mayor. In New Jersey the Negro vote, 
which assuredly was in favor of the law 
being upheld in Little Rock, went heavily 
for the Democratic governor. The two 
Democratic winners also supported the 
Little Rock decision and civil rights leg- 
islation. 

The real significance of Tuesday’s 
voting is that the gulf between the South- 
ern and Northern Democrats is empha- 
sized the more strongly. In a national 
election, the Negro vote would -find its 
interests now tied more closely to the Re- 
publicans. The GOP, less fundamentally 
divided, will be the more likely to unite. 
Vice President Nixon’s star rises a bit 
more.

The Ameri- 
can Cancer Society recently lashed out 
at quacks who ply cancer victims with 
weird, fatal treatments. Some of the so- 
called remedies these opportunists con- 
coct are nothing more than a dressed up 
form of witchcraft tactics. 

The cancer society reported that some 
75,000 of the persons who died of cancer 
last year could have been saved if they 
had consulted competent physicians in 
time and followed their course of treat- 
ment. 

The Food & Drug Administration has 
cited inoculation with vaccine as the only 
reliable means of preventing influenza. 

Many lives and millions of dollars 
can be saved if the public will remem- 
ber those facts.

Atlanta Traffic Control 
Needs Stronger Teeth 


The. Board of Aldermen has barred 
mid-block left-hand turns in the central 
Atlanta business district. It also has 
banned all left-hand turns at the inter- 
section of North avenue and Peachtree 
street. 

Both of these moves will be helpful 
in untangling the downtown traffic snarl. 
They do not go far enough, however. 
Wherever they are a problem, and this 


includes every major intersection of two 


way streets in downtown Atlanta, all 
left-hand turns should be eliminated. 
While many motorists would squawk in 
the beginning, this would change to 
gratitude with the increased ease and 
speed at which traffic would move. 

Atlanta is slow to give up its old 
traffic habits. Some'of our practices are 
geared to the days of the Model-T and 
a third of the number of today’s cars. 
It’s time we changed our approach and 
our thinking to meet one of our most 
serious civic problems. 

It has been obvious for a long time 
that the traffic problem is harming the 
downtown area. Certainly no practical 
method of easing it should be over- 
looked. 

Along with eliminating left-hand 
turns, on-the-street parking in congested 
downtown areas should be abolished. 
Our narrow streets cannot accommodate 
traffic movement, much less provide 
parking space. 

Building of expressways and improved 
streets will come to naught unless we 
have laws which are enforced to control 
the automobile and the human element 
which operates it.

Let the Facts, Not Emotions, 
Settle Hospital Controversy 


Revival of a plan for transferring control of the Milledgeville 
State Hospital from the Welfare Department to the Health Depart- 
ment has already kicked up quite a stir and promises to become an 
even hotter issue when the General Assembly meets. 


The paramount consideration is, 
of course, what is best for the 
patients — not what is best for 
the politicians. 

There’s a real danger that 
emotion-charged statements now 
and when the recommendation 
reaches the floor of the Legis- 
lature will becloud the facts. ‘The 
public needs an honest appraisal 
of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages, not a raft of unsubstanti- 
ated, dire predictions. 

Most vocal opposition has come 
from Alan Kemper, director of 
the Welfare Department, and Dr. 
T. G Péacock, superintendent of 
the hospital.” 

Their arguments seem to boil 
down to “‘We’re doing fine as it is 
and let’s leave well enough 
alone.”’ While. there’s some merit 
to this approach, it should not pre- 
clude a thorough, determined 
study of the whole question. 

Certainly due _ consideration 
should be given the report of the 
special joint legislative commit- 
tee on mental health, which has 
spent much time looking into the 
pros and cons of the proposed 
transfer. 

Both Judge Kemper and Dr. 
Peacock weaken their case for re- 
taining the hospital under the 
Welfare Department by the line 
or argument they pursue. 

Instead of clearly establishing 
with undeniable evidence that pa- 
tients are better off now than 
they would be under the Health

Department setup, Judge Kemper 
says, “I don’t see why I should 
be fired for doing a good job,” 
and Dr. Peacock says, ‘“‘The Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital will be 
playing second fiddle to Battey 
Tubercular Hospital at Rome.” 

Moreover, Dr. Peacock charges 
that the Health Department will 
spend more per patient than he 
now does. Yet he himself has 
said in the past that there’s noth- 
ing wrong with Milledgeville State 
Hospital ‘that money won't 
cure.” If he means to say the 
Health Department squanders 
money, he should present some 
concrete facts to back up the 
charge.

Nobody ever comes by to say, 
“God has so abundantly blessed 
me that I have more money than 
I can spend.” No — the minister 
hears about the heartaches,’ the 
broken dreams, the poverty, the 
disappointments. ° 

It seems that everybody is in 
some way defeated in life and, as 
a matter of fact, everybody is. 
Some have much harder defeats 
than do others — but along the 
way every person meets a defeat. 
In his book, “The Christ of the 
Round Table,” E. Stanley Jones 
tells about a man standing to say 
during a discussion, “For me 
Christianity means victory, Vic- 
tory, victory.” But quickly anoth- 
er rose and stated, “For me it 
means victory, defeat, victory.” 
Then a third added, ‘“‘For me it 
means defeat, victory, defeat.” 


~ Surely most of us would confess

Atomic Die Is Cast; 
It’s ‘Crash’ or Else! 


WASHINGTON—Why is public reaction to 
the latest feats of Soviet science and weaponry 
so sharp, so shocked and, in a sense, so anxiously 


bewildered? Is this just a passing mood which, if the editorial writ- 
ers would only keep cool and calm, would soon go away? 


Is this just injured national 
pride which it is ungentlemanly 
not to suppress when what we 
really should be saying sporting- 
ly to the Russians is: ‘Good 
game; better team won; see you 
another time’’? 

Or does this state of alarm and 
indignation stem from an intui- 
tive awareness that behind Sput- 
nik and behind Moscow’s ICBM 
lies the gravest peril to the United 
States? 

What makes the present mo- 
ment fateful is not simply that 
the Kremlin has dazzled the World 
with its man-made moons or that 
the Soviet ICBMs are so near to 
the production line. It is the con- 
sequence of these and related 
events which is fearful and the 
consequence is that unless we 
exert ourselves terrifically we are 
on the brink of seeing the whole 
military balance of power shift to 
the Communist world. 

Here are the reasons: 

1. The military balance of pow- 
er in numbers—in aircraft, trained 
divisions combat-ready and in re- 
serve—is already overwhelmingly 
on the Soviet side. 

2. In atomic and hydrogen 
bombs we are stalemated. We 
may be ahead in quantity but the 
Russian stockpile is sufficient for 
massive destruction, 

3. Next and more important—

indeed the heart of the danger— 
is that the Soviet Unién may at 
this moment be within reach of a 
superior striking power capable 
of annihilating the distance from 
the Urals to Omaha in minutes. 
You can dismiss the idea that the 
outer-space Sputnik and the rapid 
pace of Russian missile develop- 
ment are lucky breaks which hap- 
pened by accident and that Soviet 
production will be just too, too 
difficult. 

4. The Russians have taken a 
gamble that we did not dere to 
take. Reasonably certain that we 
would not start an atomic war, 
the Russians, while maintaining 
their production of strategic bomb- 
ers, went all out to develop the 
ICBM. 

What this means is that if Rus- 
sia widens or perhaps if it only 
keeps its lead in ICBMs, plus its 
stockpile of nuclear weapons and 
plus its superiority in combat 
aircraft and on land, a decisive 
shift in the whole military bal- 
ance of power is in the making. 

These are the reasons—and rea- 
sons enough—why the national 
mood is one of alarm and indig- 
nation. 

The question is not whether 
something will be done about it. 
The question is whether enough 
will be done about it, and soon.

To Build Missiles 


WASHINGTON—How much our democratic 
form of government and our vaunted free en- 
terprise system are under test before the whole 


world has been dramatically re-emphasized by Russia’s success in 
sending up another earth satellite, larger and with pooch enclosed. 
During World War II we demonstrated how a democracy can con- 


centrate its energies and still operate under democratic forms and 
come out with democratic processes still intact. 


Seeing what has happened in 
the recent stages of the’ postwar 
scientific “cold war,’ in which 
we are lagging, prompts the ques- 
tion as to whether we lack today 
in our top management of gov- 
ernment the daring and -imagina- 
tion that President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt exhibited, for example, 
in ordering the expenditure of 
two billion dollars on something 
that then seemed much more far- 
fetched to the average citizen 
than interplanetary exploration. 
That was for the atomic bomb. 

Here, in the wake of the latest 
Russian enterprise, we have 
heard frantic calls to summon 
Congress into extra session and 
demands for a congressional in- 
vestigation, But what is needed 
is to clear up the bureaucratic 
muddle, the interservice rivalries 
and the delays that are impeding 
a single-minded effort. 

The psychological and propa- 
ganda advantage Russia has 
gained among uncommitted and 
neutral peoples all over the world 
is immense, . 


Over the long pull we are sure 
that we can do better with free 
government and free men, not 
only in science but in every other 
way. We keep saying to ourselves 
that we can. But unless we soon 
begin to demonstrate to the rest 
of the world that we can, then 
we are losing the contest for the

support of our ideal of free gov- 
ernment in the world. 


And maybe also—though there 
is no percentage in grim*thoughts 
—our security as a nation. 

Indeed, it is our self-imposed 
restrictions of individual freedom 
that are responsible in part for 
our serious scientific situation to- 
day. The frantic era of McCar- 
thyism not only resulted ~in 
barring able scientists, but drove 
others out of government be- 
cause of the difficulties put in 
their path in the name of security. 

Morale is very low today among 
government scientists. This is 
not only because of the suspicious 
and fetid atmosphere created by 
our excessive security straitjack- 
et, which still exists, but because 
of a number of other factors. 

One is the interservice rivalries 
over missile development that 
prevent a single-minded approach 
to the job. Another is the bu- 
reaucratic superstructure, rising 
higher than the Washington Mon- 
ument, that makes it virtually 
impossible for the scientist ever

Parents Should Stick By Him Even ff He’s Wrong

Be Slow To Label 
Your Child ‘Bad’ 


Be slow to give the label “‘bad”’ to a child’s defiant 


actions. 


This is the advice to parents by William W. 


Wattenberg, educational psychologist and research 
consultant of the youth bureau of the Detroit police 


department. 


Moreover, he advises, if your child is 


in trouble, stick by him, no matter how grave his 


offense. 

Many good parents of whole- 
some children often have night- 
mares over what their children 
do. 

What they don’t know, Prof. 
Wattenberg wrote in a recent 
issue of ‘“‘Child Study,” is that 
some of these horrible activi- 
ties of their children (will 
grow up a delinquent?”’) are ac- 
tually normal conduct. 

The real delinquent is an un- 
happy child, according to Wat- 
tenberg, who has dealt with 
many. He is tough, wary, and 
hostile. Moreover, he rarely is 
mean in only one direction. 
His bitterness or hate shows up 
in a wide range of offenses— 
stealing, fighting, sex activity.

BROILERS, FRYERS

grapefruit are increasing in 
supply and quality. Cranber- 
ries for the holidays are cheap- 
er with the increase in supply. 
Banana quality is exceptional- 
ly good now and prices are 
steady. Red Emperor grapes 
are a favorite this week.

FRESH PORK 

When selecting fresh pork, 
look for meat that is lightly 
grayish-pink in color, fine tex- 
tured, smooth and velvety and 
intermingled with flecks of fat. 
The outside should be white and 
firm. 


Tenderness is not a problem 
when buying pork, since most 
pork comes from young ani- 
mals. Most pork is tender and 
so federal consumer grades 
are very seldom used. 

Fresh pork should be loosely 
wrapped in waxed paper and 
stored in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. Plan to use it 
within four or five days. 


Cured pork may be stored 
tightly wrapped or in a closed 
container. It, too, should be re- 
frigerated. Pork may be kept 
in a frozen food unit at zero 
up to six months. 


ters school. Often he has not 
yet acquired a fine sense of 
property values, and he takes 
things that belong to others.

There is a world of differ- 
ence, Prof. Wattenberg reminds 
parents, between taking and 
stealing. As late as 7 or 8, 
children openly take objects 
they think attractive. They 
don’t even attempt to hide what 
they have done. The antidote: 
Educate the child by making 
him return his loot. 

Soon, because his newly form- 
ing conscience incorporates his 
parents’ disapproval, the child 
begins to suffer twinges of 
guilt when he takes something. 
At the beginning the twinges 
may not be strong enough to 
offset the toy, candy, or money 
he craves. 


WARNINGS STRONG 


Later, his inner warnings are 
strong, but his craving is strong- 
er, so he continues to take, but 
he does so sneakily. Thus his 
taking becomes stealing. 

The antidotes: Parental dis- 
approval, strongly voiced, If 
this is not enough to stréngthen 
a child’s conscience to where it 
works by itself, punishment is 
called for. Prof. Wattenberg 
says punishment is ineffective 
in only a small minority of 
cases. In these the stealing 
arises from inner conflict. 


PRE-ADOLESCENCE 


The normal child next wor- 
ries parents in pre-adolescence, 
when a girl is 11 or 12, a boy 
13 or 14. This is the period 
when adults don’t know any- 
thing, when the gang matters, 
and when a bewildering admir- 
ation for the mischiefmaker is 
at its height. — 

How can parents know the 
difference between a boy or 
girl who will learn a valuable 
lesson from his first encounter 
with the law and a delinquent? 
The one who learns will be con- 
trite, worried and uncomfort- 
able, or will hide anxiety by 
acting silly. 

The seriously delinquent child 
(the peak age for genuine delin- 
quency is 15 or 16) is more apt 
to go in for slick lies and an- 
gry outbursts of blaming others.

Wear Jeans 


A few years ago a good and very wise woman—a retired school- 
teacher who lived in Gainesville but had .taught in isolated, pov- 
erty-ridden rural schools and in mill villages—told me that the 
ubiquitous blue jean was not a good thing. 

She admitted that blue jeans were practical, useful garments 
and a sartorial blessing in many cases but not for girls, said she. 
It had been her experience, she said, that when young females 
were dressed like ladies they acted like ladies. When they dressed 
like little ruffians they acted like little ruffians. 


That theory was new to me then and I have been resisting it 
doggedly all the years since I interviewed that wise old lady. I 
suppose I resisted it mainly because I had three children to clothe 
and blue jeans came cheaper and lasted longer than anything else 
I could think of. Besides, I could remember from my own youth 
instances when girls who had never worn knickers, black sateen 
bloomers or the then stylish beach pajamas, sometimes behaved 
in a manner something less than lady-like. 


But now I’m about to give up. The weight of informed opinion 
seems to be against me. 

There was a story in the news the other day quoting Correc- 
tion Commissioner Anna M. Kross of New York and 50 police 
chiefs and other top law enforcement officers as saying that clothes 
seriously affect the behavior of youngsters. 


“T am firmly convinced that the clothing a person wears is an 
indication of his self-esteem and the attitude he desires to evoke 
on the part of persons with whom he comes in contact,” said Com- 
missioner Kross. “A well-dressed young man would seem to iden- 
tify himself more with the citizen of society.” 


She added that you don’t see nicely dressed young men in the 
receiving rooms of correctional institutions. 

Lt. Jack Roden, of the Council Bluffs, Iowa, police department 
was also quoted as saying that he has noticed the difference in the 
behavior of boys at school dances—and the dressed up ones had it 
all over the blue jeaned ones. 

“Although it is exactly the same group of boys who attend 
both dances,” the officer said, “‘it would be hard to recognize them. 
The difference in their attitude, the way they conduct themselves 
and carry themselves physically is remarkable.” 


Institutions dealing with delinquent youngsters evidently take 
stock in the same theory. One of the first steps the reform admin- 
istration took at Georgia Training School for Girls at Adamsville 
was to get the girls into nice looking clothes, out of blue jeans 
and too-tight sweaters. I don’t mean that they never wear blue 
jeans. I have an idea that they do for play and certain athletic 
activities. But they wear dresses most of the time—to keep them 
mindful of the fact that they are members of the supposedly 
gentler sex. 


As always I am relinquishing my prejudice grudgingly. I grew 
up on the fine-feathers-do-not-make-fine-birds line and I’m crazy 
about it, especially since I never seem able to have any fine 
feathers. But as for what effect the outer-you has on the inner- 
you—well, they may have something after all. A sequin-studded 
low-cut gown may not make me look or act like Jayne Mansfield, 
but wouldn’t feeling like-her be almost as good?

KEEP WELL: Auto Is Child’s Worst Foe 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


The preschool child has more 
to fear from the auto than from 
the germs that cause pneumonia, 
diphtheria, smallpox, or influenza. 
Accidents kill twice as many

youngsters of this age group as 
does disease. Parents are respon- 
sible for the safety of their chil- 
dren during this time of life. 
Every year accidental deaths 
claim the lives of approximate- 
ly 4,800 boys and girls 1 to 4 
years of age. One-third occur 
as result of motor vehicles. It 
is reasonable to assume that 
many of these tots are killed 
crossing busy streets or dart- 
ing from between parked cars. 
Such tragedies may be unavoid- 
able because the youngster does 
not realize what he is doing and 
the driver does not have time to 
stop. But they would be less fre- 
quent if parents did not relax 
their rules or allow older siblings 
to watch little brother. There is 
a risk also in driving with the 
child standing on the front seat 
or on the floor of the car with 
the face glued to the windshield. 
A sudden stop, and a fatal head 
injury is in the making. 
Fire claims almost as 


| 


lives as auto casualties do. Many 
of these mishaps occur when 
youngsters have been left without 
adequate supervision. Hot liquids, 
steam, and ordinary fire are the 
usual culprits. Every mother 
knows that the handles on ket- 
tles and pans should be turned to- 
ward the center or back of the 
stove, yet toddlers are scalded 
every day. All children are curi- 
ous and fire and matches have 
a strange fascination. 

Drowning comes third on the 
list, followed by poisoning, falls, 
firearms, machinery, and elec- 
tricity. The small child will 
swallow anything. Benzine in a 
coke bottle looks just like the 
real McCoy to the tyke. Other 
hazards include smothering in 
bed, rolling off a table, chok- 
ing on a rattle or coin, and falls 
from unprotected porches, 
stairs, and windows. 


Poisons, matches, and other un- 
safe articles must be placed out 
of reach. Boys and girls should 
be taught safety after their sec- 
ond birthday, and the first les- 
son includes setting a good ex- 
ample. Keep the floor clear by 
providing a box or cabinet for 
toys and insist that the child put 
them back after playing with 
them. Teach the youngsters the 
dangers of the streets and how

“We've never had a more conscientious captain,” Dodd said 
Wednesday. “‘In fact, Don was too conscientious. He was worrying 
so much about our team that he wasn’t playing his position as well 
as he did last year. So I called him in and had a talk with him 
about it. I think it helped some, for he’s been a mighty fine foot- 
ball player in those last three games. Yes, I'd say an All-America 
football player. 

“You won't see much better center play than Don gave us 
against Duke. When we graded the films, even our staff was sur- 
prised to find that he had made 59 blocks out of 69 attempts. And 
let we tell you that’s phenomenal for any center. 

“Then, too, Don again proved that he’s a great clutch player. 
Baughn, of course, is out for the season, and Don played more 
than 50 minutes. This was a big game for us, and our line 
really came through. He called a near-perfect game as our de- 
fensive quarterback.”’ 

Graves, the defensive genius who set the trap which held Duke 
scoreless against Tech for the third straight year, agreed with Dodd. 

“I don’t recall any center calling a better game for us,’’ Graves 
praised. *‘He just didn’t make any mistakes. In general, we played 
a poor game against Tulane, but Stephenson had a great night in 
that game. And he also gave a mighty fine performance in the | 
Auburn game. You can certainly say that I wouldn't trade him for | 
any center I’ve seen this year.” 

Partisan and hostile writers, watching Tech belt Duke from the 
unbeaten ranks, pounded out praise for Stephenson. Consequently, 
he was selected as the Associated Press’ Lineman of the Week, an 
honor he achieved against the same team last year.

“You'll recall that the Tennessee game was strictly a de- 
fensive duel,”’ Graves said. ‘“‘“Many coaches later said it was the 
best defensive football they had seen. Don, of course, was calling 
the signals on defense, and he did a tremendous job,”’ 

“T'll tell you,”” Dodd chipped in. “Stephenson is not only a fine 
football player, but he’s the kind of a boy you like to point out and | 
tell folks he’s a member of your team. 

*‘His teammates feel the same way about him,” Dodd continued.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (®—Re- 
member the ruckus 43 years ago 
when Henry Ford adopted a $-a- 
day wage? Well, $5 hourly wage 
may not be too far off in some 
trades. 

A survey just published by the 
Labor Department on union pay 
scales in the building trades 
shows boilermakers in some cities 
now are up to $4.46 an hour. That 
does not include overtime. 

These other building trades 
workmen enjoy top rates at bet- 
ter than $4 an hour in some 
places: bricklayers, cement fin- 
ishers, electrical installers, ele 
vator constructors, lathers, ma- 
chinists, painters, pipefitters, 
plasterers, plumbers, rodmen, tile 
roofers, stone masons and struc- 
tural ironworkers. 

These are all top rates. The av- 
erage union scale over the nation 
for fully skilled building trades 
workers is $3.39 an hour. The av- 
erage for helpers and laborers is 
$2.45. 

Average hourly earnings for all 
manufacturing workers was $2.08 
an hour and $83.20 a week in Sep- 
tember. So the great bulk of 
workers has a long way to go be- 
fore reaching any $5-an-hour 
rate—just as the $5 daily wage 
was far ahead of most pre-World 
War I workers.

The Bite of Taxes 


By LESLIE GOULD 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6—With the stock market 

down and the end of the tax year for most individuals 

approaching, it is time to think about ways and means 

of softening the “bite.” There are plenty of legitimate 
ways to do so. 

On securities, now is the time to take losses and to make 
switches for improving the quality of investments. The two can 
be combined with profit—present and future. 

A tax loss will offset any capital gain, and up to $1,000 in 
losses on securities can be taken in any one 
year directly against regular income in the Indi- 
vidual’s highest tax bracket. Any losses beyond 
the $1,000 can be carried forward five years. 


As they say about the fire in the dime-a-dance 
hall, all the girls rush into the street, but the pret- 
ty ones get picked up first. So, it is with the 
the stock market. 

In a decline such as this, all the stocks go 
down, but the “pretty ones’’—the higher quality 
issues—are picked up first. So, this is the time to 
improve the quality of a person’s investment port- 
folio. 

There are other ways of saving taxes and at 
the sare time being more charitable. 

Charitable contributions are deductible up to 20 per cent of 
the taxpayer’s adjusted gross income. An additional 10 per cent 
can be deducted where the gifts above the 20 per cent limit go di- 


rectly to churches, schools, hospitals and certain medical research 
organizations.

The actual deductions can be larger than this if the contribu- 
tions are made in stock or bonds. If a person wants to give say. 
.$1,000 to a church or hospital, he can do it with securities with a. 
market value of $1,000, but which may only have cost him $250 or 
$500. He pays no capital gains on the difference between his cost 
and the market value at the time of the gift, but he can deduct as 
a charitable contribution the full $1,000. 


Now, if he were to sell the stock or bond and give the pro- 
ceeds of the sale to his charity, he would have to pay a capital 
gains tax on the difference between his cost and the sale price. 

If the reverse is the case—the donor has a loss on the stock, 
then he sells the stock and gives the proceeds to charity. In that 
way he can deduct both the loss and the gift.
